- Roll-Bar for Pulp-Engines. 


The illustration presented shows the 
design of an improvement in roll-bars for pulp- 











engines. This is an advance upon a form of 
roll-bar made by the same inventor, and here- 
tofore described in THE JOURNAL of Novem- 
ber 24, 1883. 

The part marked A represents the roll-bar 
complete, which is to be applied to the rolls 
of pulp-engines in the usual way. B repre- 
sents a slot in the end, by means of which the 
bars are fastened into the roll. C represents 
the back of the roll-bar, which extends to the 
point marked D, from which point the working 
part of the roll-bar E extends, being made 
circling or concave from the point D down to 
the point F, and from the point F to the points 
GG, the roll-bar is made with parallel sides, 
thus leaving the roll-bar from the point F to 
the points G G of the same thickness as the 
end H. This bar has all the advantages of 
the earlier-designed roll-bar, with the addi- 
tional advantage of having parallel sides from 
the point F to the points G G, which admits 
of the bar being worn up to the point F and 
still work as perfectly upon the bed-plate as 
when first put in, the thickness of the roll-bar 
remaining the same or unchanged until worn 
out. 
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The Cylinder Machine.

The simplest form of the cylinder ma- 
chine is that used in the manufacture of air- 
dried straw-boards, binders’-boards, press- 
papers and of chemical fibre and wood pulp. 
It consists of a screen, a cylinder, and their 
vats, a pair of press-rolls and a felt, together 
with the stuff-pump, mixing-box, fan-pump 
and felt washer. The object of this machine is 
to form a sheet of paper or pulp board of the 
various thicknesses required for making boxes, 
binding books and other purposes requiring a 
board made of fibrous pulp. 

A thin layer or sheet is taken up by the cyl- 
inder and conveyed to the press-roll, as usual, 
where it is allowed to accumulate until it is of 
the thickness required; then, on a signal 
given automatically by the machine, the at- 
tendant strips it off, and the operation is re- 
peated 

Simple as this machine and operation seems 
to be, there are special difficulties to be over- 
The heavier portion of the pulp is 
liable to settle and accumulate in the vat 
under the cylinder until it obstructs the pas- 
sage of the pulp. This difficulty is met by 
causing sufficient agitation of the pulp in the 
vat to keep it from settling, but not so violent 
as to disturb the formation of the pulp on the 
cylinder. The lighter portion of the pulp will 
float on the surface, and accumulate there, 
until it also obstructs the passage of the pulp 
in that direction. This can be prevented to 
some extent by agitating the surface of the 
pulp in the vat; this agitation is obtained by 
currents caused by the arrangement of the 
false bottom and boards inside of the vat; 
also by shower pipes, and sometimes by agi- 
tators. When raw stock is used, as it often 
is, in the manufacture of binders’ boards, it is 
more liable to float, because the water is not 
thoroughly beaten into it ; it is therefore light- 
er, and floats on the surface instead of forming 
on the cylinder, In this case, some means 
more thorough than either of those noted are 
necessary to prevent it. This is accomplished 
by an overflow box placed at the end of the 
vat, back of the cylinder, its length coinciding 
with the width of the vat; its width will de- 
pend on the room available between the back 
of the cylinder and the end of the vat; its 
depth is immaterial, and may be made to suit 
other arrangements ; but where room and other 
things permit, it may be made five inches wide 
and five inches deep. This box is to be placed 
deep enough in the vat to bring its top edge 
just a trifle below the level of the pulp in the 
vat, so that when the machine is at work a 
thin stream of the dilute pulp will overflow 
into this box, thus drawing off all of the pulp 
that is inclined to float. The end is open and 
is connected by suitable passage-ways with an 
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auxiliary pump which returns the pulp to the 
vat, whence it finds its way back to the cylin- 
der without loss. 

When the pulp floats in front of the cylinder 
a second overflow box is placed at that end of 
the vat, and is connected with the same pump 
in the same manner as the first. Another plan 
by which this is accomplished is to place an 
oblong box between the vat and the fan-pump. 
The water from the inside of the cylinder is 
received into this box at one end where there 
is a waste gale connected to and governed by 
a float by which the water is regulated before 
it reaches the pump and the pulp in the vat is 
maintained at the proper level. The pulp 
drawn from the surface of the vat by means of 
the overflow boxes enters the oblong box at 
the end opposite to that at which the water 
enters; the currents are therefore from each 
end of the box toward the middle where they 
meet and enter the pump. It will be seen 
that by this arrangement the surface or float- 
ing pulp drawn off by the overflow box is en- 
tirely separate from the water until the water 
is regulated. Inconsequence of this there is no 
danger of loss and the 
use of a second pump is 
rendered unnecessary. 

On this form of cylin- 
der machine it is highly 
important that there 
should be some means 
to regulate the suction. 

By suction is meant the 
difference between the 
height of the water in- 
side of the cylinder 
and that of the dilute 77 
pulp outside. This is 
best done by an over- 
flow gate, placed be- 
tween the end of the 
cylinder and the side 
of the vat over which 
the water must flow from inside of the cylinder 
to the fan pump. By lowering or raising this 
gate the level of the water inside of the 
cylinder can be maintained at the same point, 
all the time. 

The necessity for means to regulate the 
height of the water inside of the cylinder 
when making boards lies in the fact that 
if the paper on the cylinder is too dry when 
it reaches the press rolls the layers do not ad- 
here to each other solidly, but are apt to 
separate. This is most likely to occur when 
making boards from quick free pulp. The 
overflow gate should then be raised to the 
highest point possible consistent with giving 
suction enough to form the sheet on the cylin- 
der, as by this means the sheet carries more 
water with it to the press-rolls, thereby mak- 
ing a solider board than when the sheet is 
dry. Attempts are made to regulate this by 
means of the ordinary gate, but as the pump 
used for this work does not throw regularly 
unless it has a full supply of water, these at- 
tempts always fail, and in no other way can 
the flow of water from inside the cylinder be 
regulated so simply and effectively as by the 
use of an overflow gate. Every cylinder 
ought to have one of these gates.

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A Paper Making Primer. 











QO. How long should the half-stuff lay 
in the drainer after it is bleached, and is it 
best to retain the bleached liquor in the drainer 
with the half-stuff, or is it best to drain it off 
quick ? 

A. Many years ago it was thought best to 
retain the liquor in the half-stuff, and each 
drainer was provided with a plug to keep it 
from draining off ; but it was extremely diffi- 
cult to prevent the drainers from leaking, so 
that some of them would retain the liquor and 
some would not. Paper makers soon ob- 
served that the half-stuff which drained the 
quickest was always the whitest, and this led 
to the present practice of allowing the liquor 
to drain off as quickly as possible. Drainers 
should be filled rapidly with the half-stuff, and 
be filled up again and again as it drains down, 
until they are full, and then, after the filling is 
complete, the half-stuff ought to lie at least 
three days before it is used. This half-stuff 
is now called hard-stock, and is to be used in 
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the manufacture of news paper, in which 
wood pulp is largely used. 

Q. What kind of wood is most used for 
paper pulp? 

A. Poplar was first used, but was never a 
success for paper. It does very well for box- 
boards and similar purposes, but while its color 
is good, its fibre is too short, and it does not 
felt well, as is shown by its appearance on the 
surface of the paper in which it is used. 
Experiments were then made with the spruce 
pine, which resulted successful, and now the 
most acceptable wood pulp is that made from 
spruce; but a much better pulp is made 
from what is known as the “‘ long-leafed ” 
pine, or the ‘‘old-field” pine, which grows 
in abundance on the old, worn-out lands 
of the Southern States. This is not good 
for lumber, but it makes a fine, mellow 
fibre which is whiter than spruce, and is alto- 
gether a most acceptable pulp. Superior to 
spruce, it requires much less power to grind it, 
and needs no refining. When it becomes 
known to manufacturers, it will no doubt be 
largely used. There is one mill in South Caro- 
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lina using it All of the coniferous 
trees, except those producing an excessive 
quantity of resin, furnish a wood suitable for 
both ground wood pulp and chemical fibre, 
and, everything else being equal, that which is 
the least valuable for lumber ought to be used 
for paper pulp. Spruce, however, is the stand 
ard pulp now, and no doubt when pine is 
used and put on the market, it will be sold 
under the name of spruce.

Q. What process of grinding makes the best 
wood pulp? 

A. The Voelter is undoubtedly the best, al- 
though it requires a large amount of power. 
The Voelter machine is a grindstone, 54 inches 
in diameter and 16 inches thick, partly sur- 
rounded by a cast-iron casing divided into 
compartments. There is a follower in each 
compartment, to which is attached a long 
screw worked by a worm-gear and worm ; the 
compartments are filled with wood and the 
door is closed ; the follower is then lowered 
on the wood, which by ‘means of the worm- 
gear and worm, moved by suituble mechan- 
ism, presses the wood against the stone. A 
small stream of water is run into each com- 
partment, which serves the triple purpose of 
keeping the stone clean, of keeping it and the 
wood cool, and of diluting the pulp suitable 
for the wet machine. The use of water also 
makes a finer and mellower pulp by the action 
of the stone forcing the water into the fibre, 
thus causing it to felt well when it is made 
into paper. The water from the different 
compartments runs, carrying the pulp with it, 
into a receptacle underneath the grindstone, 
whence it is conveyed by spouts to a large 
stuff chest, and in some cases it is arranged 
to run directly into the screen of the wet 
machine, thus dispensing with the stuff chest. 


Q. What preparatory process does the wood 
undergo previous to grinding ? 

A. It is generally received at the mill in 
logs ten to fourteen feet in length ; these are 
ripped by means of a circular saw into two or 
more pieces, according to the size of the log ; 
they are next cut into pieces sixteen inches 
long; the bark is taken off, the black knots 
and defective parts of the wood are cut out, 
and the wood is then split into pieces of a size 
similar to large stove-wood, and is now ready 
for the grinder. 

Q. Is the bark taken off, and are the knots 


and defective pieces cut out by hand or by ma- 
chinery ? 

By both, partly. Taking the bark off and 
cutting out knots and defective pieces are best 
done by hand, but splitting is very effectively 
done by a machine. This machine consists of, 
first, a shaft with a crank on one end ; second, 
a rod of suitable size and length fitted at both 
ends to work on wrist pins ; third, another rod, 
working in guides with a wrist pin in the middle, 
the lower end being a stout steel wedge. When 
this is all fitted together on suitable frame- 
work, and the shaft is revolved by belt and 
pulley, the wedge moves up and down. The 
operator places the wood in 16-inch lengths on 
end under the moving wedge on a solid foun- 
dation provided for that purpose. When the 
wedge comes down it splits the wood into 
pieces of a suitable size, as it is moved around 
by the operator. There is also a very useful 
machine for taking off the bark. This con- 
sists of a cast-iron disk 4% feet in diameter, 
with three knives set in its face near its circum- 
ference and slightly projecting from the face. 
As this disk revolves rapidly, the attendant 
sets the wood on end 
on a bench in front of 
the disk and presses it 
against its face ; and, 
as the knives pass in 
rapid succession, they 
clean off the bark very 
effectively. Attempts 
are also made to cut 
out the knots and de- 
fective parts by means 
of a circular saw, but if 
the work is thoroughly 
done, there is a great 
waste of wood, and if 
the wood is saved, the 
work is not well done. 

Q. There have been 
attempts made to grind 

wood dry ; has any of them been successful ? 
A. All such attempts must necessarily fail. 
| A fibre to felt good must be prepared in water. 
The pounding, brushing and bruising which 
every fibre receives in the course of its prepara- 
tion by the wet process makes it finer and 
mellower and better fitted to felt good, where- 
as, when prepared by the dry process, the 
fibres instead of being softened and drawn out 
fine and long with tapering ends remain stiff 
and brittle, and are cut or broken into small 
pieces which are not true fibres, and when at- 
tempts are made to make them into paper they 
are more likely to lie side by side, than to in- 
termingle with each other, or, in other words, 
to felt good. A fibre to felt good must be fine 
and tapering and have water enough pounded 
into it to prevent it from floating.

Chlorine plays an important, but at the 
same time a somewhat mysterious part in siz- 
ing, It was for very many years supposed 
that it seriously injured the size, and when 
there was a batch of poorly-sized paper made 
the fault was attributed to the bleach not being 
washed out. In this connection Dorlan’s pat- 
ent size may be named ; the samples of paper 
said to be sized by it are certainly as hard-sized 
as it is possible to size paper, but it seems in- 
credible that they can be sized by such a pro- 
cess as is described in the letters patent issued 
to Mr. Dorlan. This recipe to size five hun- 
dred pounds paper is as follows: First, put 
into the beater fifty pounds of dry chlo- 
ride of lime and after this has run two 
hours put in three hundred pounds of china 
clay and one hour after this fifteen pounds 
of hard soap previously dissolved in warm 
water. When the pulp is ready to brush, add 
one pint of sperm oil, then to the whole mass 
add fifty pounds natrona porous alum in the 
engines or elsewhere. However absurd and 
unreasonable this method of sizing may seem 
to be the paper sized by it is certainly harder 
sized than any paper the writer ever saw, or 
heard of, and notwithstanding the quantity of 
bleach used, the samples in his possession for 
ten years do not seem to have deteriorated in 
the slightest degree.

Bluing-Paper. 


A composition and process for the 
rapid and economical manufacture of bluing 
for laundry and other purposes, by applying 
the bluing more quickly than it has ever been 
done before to paper, and by making it more 
adhesive to paper and quicker to dissolve in 
water, and so more valuable and useful than 
any other similar preparation, are described 
as follows : 


Take eight pounds Prussian blue, one pound 
oxalic acid, five pounds granulated sugar, 
eighteen quarts of water and the desired quan- 
tity of sheets of manilla paper of medium 
thickness. Dissolve the oxalic acid in five 
quarts cold water, and let it stand over night, 
or about twelve hours. Strain the acidulated 
water and mix with it eight quarts clear water. 
Then add the Prussian blue by stirring it 
in very slowly, and then, after it has stood 
an hour or more, strain into another vessel. 
Then dissolve the sugar in five quarts of cold 
water by stirring both together. Then pour 
the sirup into the liquid containing the bluing, 
and stir the whole thoroughly. Then dip the 
paper, sheet by sheet, into the preparation, 
and hang them up to dry, and when dry cut 
into sheets of the desired size for packing in 


envelopes.

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WE print in another column the full 
text of the instructions to the Collectors 
of Customs concerning the importations 
of rags. No further order has been issued 
up to the time that we go to press and no 
other restrictions than those specified in 
the instructions referred to are as yet im- 


posed. 


READERS of THE JOURNAL will find in 
another column some responses to a series 
of inquiries addressed during the past 
week to about five hundred different 
paper-making firms by the publisher of 
this paper. The object of this line of in- 
quiry was to get as nearly as possible at 
bottom facts as best found in the practi- 
cal experience of paper making in con- 
nection with rags and their liability to 
spread disease. Returns have thus far 
been received to the number of 136. We 
have made a canvass of the replies to the 
first three inquiries with the following 
result : 

t. Has there ever been, to your knowledge, any au- 
thenticated case of cholera communicated to individuals 
from foreign rags? No.—136. 

2. Do you know of any disease communicated to your 
employees from foreign rags? YVes.—s ; No. 131. 

3- Do you know of any disease communicated to your 
employees from domestic rags? Yes.—33; No. 103. 

In reply to the inquiry as to whether it 
is believed that cholera, small-pox, or 
other diseases are communicated by rags 
or paper-stock in transit, the greater 
number express the opinion that they are 
not. Some base this belief on the fact 
that the stock is so closely baled that in- 
fection does not develop until the bales 
are opened. A great number, however, 
incline to the contrary opinion, and while 
we agree with these, it must be added 
that it has not been demonstrated 
far from paper-making experience. There 
is a unanimous coincidence of belief in 
the particularly good health of paper- 
mill employees. The few selections 
which our space permits us to make 
from the replies sent, show some of the 
reasons advanced by the writers. Small- 
pox seems io be the prevailing disease 
where infection has been discovered, and 
in most cases it has been derived from 
domestic stock.

Dr. HILL, the United States Health 
Inspector at the port of London, writes 
to the Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton, expressing the opinion that it is un- 
safe to allow the importation to this 
country of large quantities of rags, be- 
cause small-pox is prevalent in London. 
Various items have appeared in the daily 
papers of this city stating that typhoid 
fever is more than usually prevalent with 
us, but the Medical Record promptly fur- 
nishes the figures showing that it does 
not prevail to such an extent as it did 
at this time last year. Now, if we had 
the figures showing the actual number of 
cases of small-pox in London, it is 
quite possible that we would meet 
with a like result. Contagious diseases 
of one kind or another are always present 
in all of the large cities of the world, and 
every day in every city rags are being 
gathered without care being taken to 
keep the infected rags separate from the 
non-infected. Rags are thrown out into 
back-yards and into alleys and on the 
street.

PAPER-MILL INSURANCE, 

The following is quoted from the re- 
port of what was said and done at a re- 
cent meeting of the Fire Insurance Ex- 
change: 

When the Exchange again meets, attention will be 
directed to paper and pulp mills. The tariff on this 
class is low and inconsistent with the nature of the 
risks, and will be carefully revised. Paper risks are 
more hazardous than is generally supposed. Only 
about one-third of the leading companies will take 
them. There is much danger from spontaneous com- 
bustion in rags and the chemical process of pulping 
wood is also attended with dangers. 

Whether it is true, in whole or in part, 
conversations with insurance men reveals 
the fact that this is a prevailing opinion 
among them, and, as they handle the 
premiums and pay the losses, they ought 
to know. 

Paper manufacturers, on the other 
hand, are loth to believe that their busi- 
ness is any more hazardous in this re- 
spect than other lines of manufacture, 
and many of them who own or manage 
first-class mills, thoroughly equipped with 
the best methods and appliances to pre- 
vent and discover fires and to put them 
out when they do occur, feel that insur- 
ance companies are not altogether just in 
discriminating against them. But, as in- 
surance men, in common with all busi- 
ness men, are desirous to extend their 
business in all directions, and to do every- 
thing in their line that can be done profit- 
ably and safely, it is not at all probable 
that they would put greater restrictions 
on any class of their customers than they 
believe is necessary to protect themselves, 
and it must be borne in mind, that their 
restrictions and precautions are as much 
in the interest of paper mill owners 
as of the insurance companies. 

Every time that a paper mill is damaged 
or destroyed by fire if the loss is covered 
by insurance and paid, it materially en- 
hances the cost of insuring paper mills 
over the whole country. It is evident 
that if there should be absolutely no loss 
or damage by fire there would be no fire 
insurance rates to pay; hence, the smaller 
the number of fires and the less loss there 
is occasioned by fire, the lower will the 
rates be. Therefore, every paper mill 
owner is interested, not only in having 
his own mill well protected but also in 
the protection of his neighbor's and 
of every mill of a like kind in the 
country, because if the aggregate loss 
is large in proportion to the value 
of that class of property insured, the rates 
will surely be high, and even then insur- 
ance companies will not care to take the 
risk. If, on the contrary, the aggregate 
loss is small, the rates will be low and in- 
surance companies will gladly take the 
risks and compete for them. It will thus 
be seen that paper-mill owners themselves 
can do much toward lowering the rates 
of insurance. 

One insurance man said: “ Paper mill 
risks are not necessarily more hazardous 
than other risks, but they are made so by 
carelessness and lack of precaution.” If 
this is the case paper-mill men ought to 
see to it at once that this carelessness and 
lack of precaution is remedied. Special 
attention ought to be paid to the rag- 
room every night to see that there is noth- 
ing in or about it likely to cause fire. 
Kerosene torches ought not to be used in 
place of hand lamps; unprotected lamps 
should not be allowed in the vicinity of 
loose “ broken,” nor should loose “ bro- 
ken” be carried through the mill and 
near kerosene or gas-lights. A sufficient 
quantity of oil of the different kinds used 
ought to be given out during the day, 
and the lamps should be large enough to

The protection of the public health 
is a paramount necessity, and to that end it is 
desirable that the importation of rags should 
be temporarily suspended ; yet the business 
men who are interested in rags have rights 
which are entitled to consideration.”

Cannot Comprehend. 
To the Editor of The Journal ; 

I am sorry to say that I cannot comprehend 
how the impression of the felt on the surface 
of the paper can make any difference in its 
ust, provided that there are no holes in the 
sheet. The whole affair seems to me to be a 
notion or idea that someone has picked up. A 
felt-mark is generally known as a big hole in 
the paper, caused by the felt in certain places 
filling up, thus preventing the water from pass- 
ing through, hence the felt-mark. Felts are 
not always to blame for felt-marks. A good 
deal depends on the kind of stock in use. 
Bleach, if not thoroughly washed out of the 
stock, is about the hardest thing that I know 
of on felts ; and next to bleach come imperfec-

tions, and then come straw and wood pulp. 
These felt-marks on the surface of the paper 
are a new thing to me ; but I suppose, after a 
while, I may get into the hang of them.

Can’t Catch It! 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

Having worked all my life in straw-wrap- 
ping mills, I cannot produce anything in the 
shape of felt-marks that would be likely to 
catch that $5 bill. We have plenty of felt- 
marks, it is true, but not of the $5 kind. Ours 
consist of large holes, big enough to allow a 
common-sized potato to drop through. We let 
‘em all go in; it helps the weight. Then, 
again, we have another kind of mark, which 
gives us more trouble than felt-marks ; I mean 
cylinder-marks. When these thin places in the 
paper begin to show on the cylinder, it is a 
forerunner of bad stock. If you take up a 
sheet of paper and look through it, you can 
count every rib in the cylinder. When I see 
this my hair begins to stand on end and I say 
to myself, ‘‘Sonny, there’s trouble ahead.” 
This occurs every two or three months, and 
the cause I think is in the handling of the 
stock. Will some of your correspondents sug- 
gest a remedy? . X.

Had His Say. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

In your issue of the 30th ult., I found that 
your correspondent, ‘‘ F. M. Howard,” had 
thought it necessary to ‘‘ stir up” a// who had 
passed opinion on the cause and prevention of 
felt-marked paper, as he says, to strengthen 
his views expressed in THE JOURNAL of the 
16th inst. 

I claim that his views of the subject were 
covered by me in my letter on the subject, 
printed August 2, which the editor kindly 
informed me was not te the point. 

I then wrote of a scheme that had been 
worked successfully for the purpose of ob- 
literating the impression made by the felt on 
paper. 

The roll used in the operation is not run on 
the paper before going to the first press-roll, 

s ‘‘F. M. Howard” asserts, but is applied on 
the top press-roll itself, the paper taking its 
course over the roll and down the long felt, as 
usual. The same is to be used on second 
press. 

The rolls which ‘‘ F. M. Howard” depreciates 
so much and warns young machine tenders 
against are known as “ blow rolls,” and are a 
‘‘necessity on wide machines and can be 
used to advantage on narrow ones, saving 
trouble from air getting between the paper and 
felt, and also relieving the felt from contact 
with the sheet while in its damp condition. 

‘*F, M. Howard ” closes his criticisms by in- 
viting attention to slices, suction, bottom couch 
and position of weights, which have all been 
discussed in articles previous to the 16th inst. 

In my first article I gave my opinion as to 
the condition in which the stock should be 
when sent to the machine, especial points in 
preparing the machine generally for making a 
good felted sheet without any extra fixings. 

Later I wrote up the contrivance as stated 
above, and in a subsequent writing tried to 
show how the finish of the paper would better 
the appearance of a felt-marked sheet, and 
having ‘‘had my say,” I cheerfully leave the 
awarding of the prize to THE JOURNAL.

Process” of Goosnedinn: 4 and Sub- 
dividing Vegetable Fibre. 





This process for separating and subdi- 
viding vegetable fibres is intended to provide 
a cheap, simple, convenient, and expeditious 
means for separating and subdividing vege- 
table fibres by dissolving and removing the 
outer coat, bark, skin, or rind, and all gluti- 
nous, resinous, or other adhesive substances. 

Any suitable vessel, boiler or keer is taken 
and partially filled with water, to which is 
added a suitable quantity of the compound 
known in commerce by the trade name 
of ‘‘Sinapetroline No. 2,” being a com- 
pound composed of mineral oil or petroleum 
products, and a small percentage of expressed 
mustard-seed oil and an alkali, or may be sa- 
ponified petroleum, which is dissolved by 
heating the water. Then the vegetable fibrous 
substances are immersed in the hot solution 
and boiled sufficiently to separate the outer 
coat, skin, bark, or rind of the stalks from the 
fibrous portions. This is facilitated by stir- 
ring, rubbing and washing the same _ until 
the fibres are separated from the shive or 
woody portions, when the freed fibrous por- 
tions may be removed and immersed into 
a clean hot solution of the same and boiled, 
which dissolves the resinous, tarry, and gluti- 
nous substances forming the cell-tissues, and 
thereby subdividing the fibres and leaving 
them in a finely-divided or superior condition 
for bleaching. This process is said to be 
adapted for treating the hardest woody stalk— 
such as cotton-plant, yucca, bromelia, ramie, 
flax, jute, hemp, &c.—in a very cheap, simple 
and expeditious manner, and producing a su- 
perior fibre of greater strength and durability, 
as well as increased pliability or softness when 
bleached.

3. Yes, four times in the history of this mill—eighty- 
three years. Small-pox has been communicated. 

5. We do most certainly in process of manufacture, 
and could in transit, we think, if the proper subject was 
in near contact. 

6. In well-regulated and properly-ventilated build- 
ings above the average of employees in most establish- 
ments, chiefly from the necessitated use of pure water 
and disinfecting chemicals. We should hesitate cer- 
tainly, if not positively decline, to receive rags from the 
cholera districts or countries.

5. It certainly looks reasonable to me that both 
cholera and small-pox can be communicated in rags, 
and I believe it has been.

3. I have had, I think, three or four cases of small- 


| pox or varioloid resulting from, as I think, New York 


and Southern rags, but no deaths ever occurred.

5. In every case of small-pox that has occurred dur- 
ing my long experience, not only in my own mills, but 
in the sixteen to twenty mills in this vicinity, I do think 
that it started in the handling of rags in preparing them 
for bleaching in almost all cases by girls who do this 
work.

Following is the text of the instruc- 
tions to the Collectors of Customs, at New 
York and Boston, concerning the entry of 
rags shipped at foreign ports prior to the pro- 
hibitory order of September 1, 

Treasury DerarRTMENT, OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY, | 

Wasuincton, D. C., September 4, 1884. ‘ 
Collector of Customs, New York : 

Sir—Referring to Department Circular, of the 30th 
ult., No. 145, prohibiting the unlading of old rags 
for 90 days from the rst inst., I have to state that the 
question is presented as to the disposition to be made 
of rags afloat and bound for the United States at the 
time of the issuance of the order. The order took effect 
at once and without prior notice to parties engaged in 
the importation of rag s, large pecuniary interests be- 
came thus unexpectedly affected and the question sug- 
gested itself whether these could be protected without 
peril to the public health. In consequence of the 
previous action of this department. it is stated that 
extra caution has been observed of late in the shipment 
of rags to this country, so that but few, if any, rags, 
are now en route from European ports which can come 
under the suspicion of being ‘‘infected.’’ While not 
abating the force of the order as regards shipments of 
old rags to the United States made on and after the ist 
instant, the department consents to deal with cargoes 
shipped before that date, but arriving afterward, ac- 
cording as the facts may appear in each case. Of 
course, old rags from infected districts or countries can- 
not be landed, and inquiry should be made in each case 
of old rags arriving from non-infected places as to where 
the rags had been gathered. Landing will be refused, 
unless it shall appear that the rags were not gathered 
in infected districts, and the evidence on that point 
must be satisfactory to the collector of the port. Act- 
ing in accordance with these views, the department 
has consented to the unloading of the cargo of old rags 
of the ship Durham City, which arrived at Boston on 
the rst inst., as per copy of telegram to the collector 
of that port, of this date, and herewith inclosed. I 
also inclose a letter of the rst inst. from Messrs. 
Woolworth & Graham in regard to two cargoes of rags 
from Hull, England, now nearing your port, said to 
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have been gathered in Belgium, the invoices of which 
are accompanied with certificates to that effect. These 
cargoes may be disposed of in your discretion on the 
plan before proposed. I may add that the prohibition 
order includes only old rags, and does not affect other 
descriptions of paper-stock. Please return the inclosures 
with areport of your action in the premises.

Application is made for unlading of rags from ship 
Durham City, arrived at Boston on rst inst. They are 
said to have been gathered in England, Holland and 
Belgium. Make thorough investigation, and if the 
proof shall be undoubted that the rags were gathered 
in non-infected districts, and local health officer con- 
sents, permit landing and delivery. If, as to any lot, 
proof should not be satisfactory, rags may be landed 
and stored in some isolated spot until December 1 next.
